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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
There is no prior art shows the claimed hazard safety light system for motor vehicle 

comprising: 

a hazard circuit which selectively causes the optical device to be energized so as to 
provide a hazard warning, whenever the door switch detects that door has been opened and the 
dome switch has enabled the interior light, and with headlight switch being set to enable the 
motor vehicle's headlights. 

whenever the door switch detects that door has been opened and the dome switch has 
enabled the interior light, and with emergency switch being set to enable the motor vehicle's 
overhead emergency light facility. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
